The youthful and Inen- 
perientcu director wa« born In WIJ- 
kerk, Holland, .May 22. 160S, and

Physi- 
cians, particularly Insurance exam- 
iners, will tell yon that pleurisy la 
very often a forerunner of tubercu- 
losis. In fact a history of frequent 
attacks of pleurisy means rejection 
by many insurance companies.

When we 
remember tbe great number of bron- 
chitis cases that go on to tubercu- 
losis, we can see bow the nun can do 
Its curative work on a pretubercn- 
lous case.

tors that if they were to retain a 
hold* on th* descendants of foreign- 
bora members of their congregations 
they wonld have to provide services 
in English. The peoples of Europe 
who had come to America 
In such 


large numbers during that century 
had been well content to worship in 
the languages of 
Europe; but to 


their' American-bora children and 
grandchildren those tongues were 
strange and unfamiliar. They need- 
ed services in English, the language 
of America, the language to which 
they were accustomed. 


EMgUsh Speajdac Synod IXHnswd. 


It, therefore, happened that twen- 


ty-seven Lutheran pastors.holnorabJy 
dismissed by their own request, from 
the Minlsterlum ot New York."met in 
Middle Village, N. Y., la June, 190Z, 
for the purpose ot forming an Eng- 
lish-speaking Synod. There -were 
scenes ot great enthusiasm, 
their 


missionary seal was high; and, as 
a result, the Synod of New York and 
New England came Into being, and 
these pastors went 
forth into the
